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THE CHICAGO DEGENERATES 


For sheer brutality and perversity there has been 


I: little in recent years to match the actions of those two 


young intellectual degenerates who in cold blood 
kidnapped a boy and tortured him to death just to 
gratify an abnormal craving. 
The action of one 


such degenerate, working slyly and alone in the dark, 
is conceivable; but two working together is so un- 
usual that it might well serve as a case for the alien- 
ist and the psychologist. It is not a brutish instinct 
that impelled them for even the brutes do not torture 
just for the sake of pleasure in suffering. They kill 
for food or in defence. Neither, surely, is it human, 
for the thought of what these young degenerates did 
is so abhorrent to every sense that we have, that there 
is nothing in us that can explain their deed. 


The penalty for such a deed as this is yet not 


recognized by our laws. The penalty of death is only 
inflicted when in addition to deliberation there is 
malice. In this case there was no malice. It was 
just sheer degeneracy. 
Edgar Allen Poe is the only 


writer who could possibly describe anything so eerie 
and gruesome. For this reason, it might he well for 
our lawmakers to provide an adequate penalty for 
just such cases. 


There is at present confined in the Massachusetts 


State Prison an old man named Jesse Pomerov. As 
a very young man he committed a number of offenses 
similar to that committed by these young intellectual 
degenerates in Chicago. His whole life has been 
spent in solitary confinement within prison walls. 
According to law a man like that is insane, and there- 
fore is not responsible for his deed; therefore the ex- 
treme penalty is not inflicted. 


It is to be hoped that if these young fellows are 


what they appear to be, society will find a way to rid 
itself of them, not in a spirit of revenge, but simply 
for the good of the young fellows themselves who 
scarcely have the right to be called human beings, so 
unnatural and unhuman was their act and their con- 
duct.

larger number of the germs that it 
reached than did the soap, but the 
germs thnt were encased in their oily 
armor remained untouched. 
It took: 


soap and warm water to loosen these 
tiny grease globules from the skin aid 
dissolve them so'that the rinsing water 
flushed them off.

If I were to leave 
a Cake of that aoap lying around for a 
Considerable time it would have a rancid 
odor of the decaying oils and turn 
to a brownish hoe. That is because it 
has no preservative.

servatives for soap* are essential oils 
and they coma from flowers, leaves and 
rooti. When w« s»«ke a scented soap we 
are really preferring it In Its natural 
parity. Color wmally comes from the 
materials media IU making. When you 
make bread of com meal it will be yel- 
low, and when fo« make gingerbread it 
will tike on the color of the molasses that 
goes tnto it. Tfcat'i the way it Is with 
soap. Certain ofli will produce a pure 
wWtr soap. Certain regetabie oils will 
produce a yeDvwMi aoap.
